Australia not only 
fully deserved to stay 
ahead, on goal-differ- 
ence, in the Ocean 
group, but the two 
points had been theirs 
for the taking.

on to a perfect Crino 
cross when in a pro- 
mising position in the 
41st minute. 

Israel started the 
second half like a team 
possessed, and were 
brushing the Austra- 
lian defenders aside 
with arrogant ease as 
they pushed forward in 
eye-catching moves. 

It was apparent the 
Socceroos had, most 
unwisely, decided to 
play for the draw — far 
too early in the piece. 

A goal-appeared im- 
minent, but when it 
came it was in the form 
of a penalty generously 
awarded by West Ger- 
man referee Manfred 
Neumer, who other- 
wise had an excellent 
game and was totally 
impartial. 

Alan Davidson’s 
handling of the ball in 
the 66th minute; 
however, was abso- 
lutely accidental as it 
clearly ricocheted off 
his boot to his hand. 

It had all started 
from a free-kick by 
Sinai for a late tackle 
by.

Several television 
replays clearly showed

Miss Breege put Norths in front just before half 
time, and in the second half Miss Wenlock was 
judged to have infringed in the penalty area and a 
kick was awarded although “some of the Southern 
ladies apparently did not consider the penalty justi- 
fied.” Miss Campbell duly scored. 

The unknown author of the report allowed him- 
self the criticism that the ladies’ heading was not up 
to standard. 

“The ladies today had their short-cropped hair 
covered with tam-o’-shanters, and doubtless with 
greater experience there will be greater head work 
with the sphere in the course of time.””

Figures tell the story

IN response to a recent ASW article discussing the alleged dominance of Sydney 
teams in the NSL, the ASW team decided to establish just which teams are the 
best in the competition's history. 

In compiling an all-time NSL ladder, including very club which has appeared at the top level, it 
appears the Sydney outfits aren't quite as dominant as they seem, despite having won eight 
championships to Melbourne’s two. 

‘The all-time ladder, including every NSL league game to the end of last season, threw up one 
interesting statistic. 

It has taken until just the past couple of weeks for Marconi and South Melbourne Hellas to 
overtake mighty Sydney City’s total league points tally despite Sydney City not having appeared at 
NSL level since the end of the 1986 season. 

The league table does not take into account finals matches nor does it include bonus points 
awarded in the 1979 season. 

‘We've also converted the three points per win awarded in 1983 to the conventional two points. 

We have not included games from the current season.
